be ſenſible of it. . Never a foule wherein Chriſt 
dwels , but -is {er fible of its owne deadneſle , 
through the dwelling of Chriſt there, Col.3. 8, 
Yearedead (faith the Apoſtle ) and your life is 
hid with God in Chriſt: but the fpirit is life be- 
cauſe of righteoutneſle , that ſpirit of Jeſus that 
adopreth fons to the Father in him, and hath diſ- 


covered and made the foule partaker of the righ- 


'teouſnefle of God in him : lives and aRts ccnti- 
—_ the ſpirituall Chriſtian. Hence it is , the 
live,yet not I, but Chriſt lives in me': Thus are 
the Saints made partakers of the fame fpirit of 
lifethat was in Chriſt Jeſus, 1 Cor. 6.17. He 
that is joyned to the Lord is one fpirit,of the ſame 
anointings , and the anointings that ye have re- 
ceived ſhall teach you all things, T Joh. 2. 27. 
2. They that axe joyned to the Lord, are made 
partakers of the fame power: there isa mt 
Wit 
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could lay by experience, Gal. 2.20, I 
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with the Father in his power , the ſpirit of might * 
was powred upon Jetus Chriſt , and he ſtood in 
the power of the Father : as he came forth in the 
wildome of the Father,ſo he ated by the power 
of the Father, and this power the firſt Adam 
never had, and as Chriſt the head was upheld in 
the Fathers-power , hewas anointed with the © 
holy ſpirit and with power , As 10. 38. All £ 
ower in Heaven and Earth was given to him , ſo 
that he ſtood in the power and ſtrength of the 
Almighty(and this did nor the firſt Adam , if hee 
had,then he had not fallen ) he is called, Eſa 9. 
the mighty God , the everlaſting Father , the 
Prince of Peace, lo that he ſtands while God 
ſtands ; So likewiſe this is the condition of all 
the Saints , ſpiritually made one with; God in 
him, the ſame power upholds them that upheld 
Chritt, they are kept by the power of God. unto 
lalyation, Gods power is become the Saints 
power: A- glorious word of comtort for the 
Sonnes and Daughters of Ston , with relation to 
afflitions , either externall or internall, they ſtand 
not in their owne ſtrength, they are not founded 
upcn their owne bottome, they are out of them- 
felyes, the power of God is theirs, and they may 
conclude with comfort , that while God ſtands, 
they ſhall ſtand , he hath promiſed to be with his 
in affliction , to uphold them , t5 comfort them, 
to carry them through in his bolome : If the 
Saint 
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Saints were but ſenſible of this truth ,- that the 
power of God is for them : it is that would ex- 
ceeding!y help them againſt the feare of falling. 
2. Conſider this might be a warning to the 
Saints , to take heed of aCting in their owne 
power. but in all undertakjngs to tce themlelyes 
acted by a power aboye themlelves. 

3e Asthere ic a union of ſpirits, a union. of 
power ; fo there is a union in wildom , the wiſ- 
dome of God is become the Saints wiſdome,and 
that got as in the firſt Adanz ;, hewas made par- 
taker af witdome ; God imparted wildome unta 
him, fo as to make him a reaſonable man , hu- 
mane wildome according to . his humane na- 
ture: {o that here dwelt in him, as you bave heard 
formerly, a humare perfeCtion in this particular: 
but the tecond Adar,Chriſt, was not only made 
partaker of the gifts of wiſdome but he was the 
very wildome of the Father , hee was both the 
power and the wildome of God, he had the ipi- 
rit of witdome powred downe upon. him , hee 
dyvelt in the Fathers holeme , and lived in the 
knowledge of the whole Counceloft G O D , 
| and from hence he never did his owne will , bur 
the will of ahe Father , and as Chriſt , ſo all the 
Saints are ynade one in this wildome, Chrilt 
who is the wiſderne of God is made unto us , 
wildome, 1 Cor. 1* 30. not only by way. of im- 
putation, but by the opperation of the ſame mt

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who dwels as truly in eyery believer as. in Chriſt , 
and as thewildome of the {pirit increaſeth, for 
the wiſdome of rhe fleſh decreaſeth : that wil- 
dome in the firſt Adam was z himane wildome, 
this a ſpirituall and heavenly witdame , this wil- 
dome dcſtroyes that wildome : that is, in the. 
things of God , he deſtroyes the wiſdome of the 
wiſe, andbrings to nought the underſtanding of 
the prudent - that wiſdene ſets the creature, as 
working ; this ſets the creature a believing : that 
witdome carryed op the creature in its owne 
ower; this ſpirituall wiſdome ſets the creature 
qut of himſelfe in the power of Gad:that witdome 
carryed on the creature to the anfwering of God 
in the Letter(and yer in all comes ſhort)this wit- 
dome carryes on the {oule, where it dwells , not 
after the oldnefſe of the Letter, but after the new- 
neſle of the ſpirit: in a word, that wiſdome could 
not help to the knowledge of God in the ſpirit: 
this doth, 1 Cor. 1, After that in the wil-. 
dome of God , the world ( viz, in the wil- 
dome of the firft Adam) by wildome knew not 
God, but the witdome of Chriſt teacheth the 
ſpirituall knowledge of God, 1.Cor. 2.1 2.1 4, 
I 5.16. Hence it is, that thoſe who are tavght of 


God, deſpiſe the worlds wildome, and are con- 


tent to be faoles tothe world , and in the worlds 
eyes, that they may be wile in God. Hence it is 
likeywle, that fo many ignorants, 1n the wile and 
learned 
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” learned mens account, are made partakers of the 
knowledge of God in the myſtery ; which ( in- 
| deed) according to the word of the Apoſtle, 
- JT Cor.x.27. confounds the wiſe and learned, 
and mighty things of the world : this being a 
truth,that Saints are made one in the wiſdome 
of the Father. How ſhould this, in the firſt place 
incouravethem tolook up to the Lord , for the 
more full enjoyment of this ſpirituall wiſdome ? 
thatas they are made one inthe wildome of 
God.fo they might livein the fame wiſdome : 
and from a deep tenſe of their own folly , to look 
untothe Lord for continuall teachings , and lea- 
dings forth in the ſpirit , expeRting that promile 
to be fulfilled , Thou ſhalt heare a yoice bchind 
thee, fayino, Thes is the way, walke in it, when 
thou turneſt to the right hand,oy tothe left. 2. 
This might be a ground of comfort to the Saints, 
In all their walkings with Gad: the wiſdome of 
God is theirs ; that God , with , and in whom 
they are made one, is their wiſdome,; and in the 
concluſion they ſhall be ſwallowed up in tne 
pertedtion of it, as Chriſt himlelfe, 1 ohn 3.

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Im God , and thoſe who live below upon Crea- 
tures, and things that will not, nor cannot fatif< 
ie, are {indeed )in Gods account the only fooles, 
and they themlelyes ſhall be driven to confeſſe 
it one day. 4, Chriſt and the Saints are made one 
with God in righteouſrefſe - Gods righteouſ= 
|  nefſe was Chriſts righteouſnefſe : for theful- 
| neſſe of the God-head dweltin him bodily ; He 
| was filled with the fpirituall in-dwellings of 
God ; who continually ated him according to 
the divine pleafure, and as the ſecond man was 
made one inte righteouſneſſe of the Father , fo 
are all the Saints made one inthe fame righte 
oulneſſe : he was made finne for us , that we- 
might be made the righteouſneſſe of God in him, 
2 Cor.5.21. 
. on ©zeſt. How may the Saints be ſaid to be the 
riohteouſneſſe of God in Chriſt ? 

Aznſw. Either , Firſt in the Letter ; there is a 
righteouſneſſe preſented , which is the firlt thing 
ſinners are made partakers of, that 15 , the righ- 
tcouſneſle of a Chriſt , dying upon the Crofle, 
making fatisfattionto the letter of the Law , and 

| to the conſcience troubled, by reaton of that let+ 
ter, which is (indeed) the caute of fin, for where 
- nolawis, thereis notranſgreflion; Now-Chrilt 
dying upon the Crofle , fatisfies the Law; and 
| likewiſe upon theſight and application of him, 
| fatisfies the troubled conſcience. This is the firſt 
; righ- 
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riehteouſncſſe of God diſcoyers to the ſoules of 
finners, and by faith makes them partakers of ir, 
and this is called the righteoulnefle of God, be- 
eauſe God gave forth his Son, inabled him to go 
through,zand by his ſuffering, to obtaine ſuch a 
righteouſneſſe fer his people , that might both 
farisfie the Law tranigreſſed , atid the Contcience 
of mans tranſsrelug;

T*HE Law in tne Letter is 2 rule of Life an- 
ſwerable to thoſe moralPrinciples of natme 

Iktr in man fince his fall;the fubltance of which 

Lyw,was written in the heart of the hrſt Adam, 

and was contained tm that Verball word , 1: 

the day thou E:iteft, thow ſhalt die the death, Man 

haviog yet the principles of that law remain» 

ing in him, God having by th: promiſed Mef. 

ſizh, given a farther being to mankind in the 
world, he gives forth hz righteous Law more 

at large in the letter,that ſo his creatures might 
haye 4 rule in the Letter, tg walke by, and like- 
wiſe might be the more ſenſible of tt e loſſe of 
Loh ; that principle and power they had once 
1 Adam, given unto them ; and likewiſe with 
it given, ' though not the {ame power, yet the 
fame promiſe of exteroall life 1n;the Land , God 
gives them, '2. The Law was that by which 
fin came : that is, by which fin became fiofull : 
For it is true, had not God givena Law; yet 
man would have been aRing contrary to the 
pure m.ad of God : therefore -hc give a Lay, 
EC” Ek BD that 
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that fin might become out of meaſure finfull, 
and it was added, becauſe of tranſerefſion ; for 
where no Law 1s, there. is no tranſgreſſion; 
For by the Law, was the knowledge of fir, arid 
ſo it was an: admimtration of death , both in 
the hands of. Adaw, 2s well as Moſes, 1. Cor. 
2, 6.7. 

3. TheLawin the letter was an ImzgSor 
CharaRer of that ſpirituall righteauſneſs, God 
intended to bring in by Jeſus Chriſt : as Adam 
was an Image of thar ſpirituall perfe&ion God 
intended to make his partakers of in the ſpirit 
by Chrilt; So this Law in the letcer was « rule 
anſwerable to that morall principle of r:ghte. 
ouſneſſe in Adam,& a Charatter likewiſe of that 
ſpiritn4l righteouſnes that every believer attging 
io Chriit:the righteouſnes of the law in the let- 
ter, was not thgt. velievers 10zoy in Chriſt ; but 
that rjghteouſnefle Adam injoyed in his ſtate of 
innocency.|t was not the righteouſnes of God; 
but a Chara&er of that righteouſnes , holyneſs 
and puricy,that all believers are made partaker$ 
of in the ſpirit: It was not that righteouſneſs, 
by which God intended to give life and glory 
eternally 5 but ſach a righteouſneſs which had 
exteroall promiſes annexed untoit: For, if there 
had been x Law givin, that could have given 
life ; then righteouſneſs had been by the Law, 
WaereforeI conclude,that the Law in the letter 
ml D 4 Was 
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was but x CharaQer of the ſpiritaall rrghteouſ 
neſs of God, which is the life of the Saints,and 
that by which God never intended to juſtifie 
any to eternity : for the law in the letter kil- 
leth,not juſtifizth;but the ſpirit giveth life,2.Cor, 
3. 6. The law was given to Adam in the letter, 
and Ifoſes was the Miniſter of the law in the 
letter, but Chriſt is the Miniſter of che law in 
the ſpirit : Therefore Moſes faith himſelfe, e1 
Prophet ſhall the Lord jour God raiſe up unto 
you, like whto me, him ſhall you beare in all 
things, Atts 3.22, 23, Dent,18, 15, 


06, Ic is ſaid Row, 15, 8. that 7e/: Chrift 
was the Minifter of Circumcifion, 
'* Anſw, True,” he was the miniſter of it for 
the trath of God, to confirm the promiles 
made unto Abraham, he was x Minilter of it, to 
as to fulfill rhe fruth held forth in it: So the 
word Miniſter, (D :aco»os ) fignifies , God ha- 
viog promiſed Chriſt to coine of the ſeed of 
Abraham, he gives forth circumciſion, and di. 
vers other Ordinances, as Types reprelenting 
him, aud he is the Miniſter of all , toatand 
fulfill all, and to be the ſubſtance of all thoſe

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ccn.lufion wil ſwallow up ll differences: yet 
ONe thing is much to ve defired,, that 18, that 
there might be a general union a...ongſt the 
Saints that thoſe who are {pirituall might not 
be divided in the fpirituzll Communion, be- 
c2uſe of ſowe literall diffcrences about thz uſe 
of ordinances, and the like, Oh that the Le rd 
would help us to beare with cach ther in ſuch 
things ! why cannot Saints in the m+tters of 
diftcrence bezre with each other according to 
the Apoſtles rulc ? ſecing he that obſerveth 2 
day , obſcrveth it tothe Lord; and he that 
obſerv: th not 2 day, obferveth it nor tothe 
Lord, and both pive God thankes.
